Washington, F eb 8. — State depart­ 
ment officials maintain silence respect­ 
ing the mooted proposition to purchase 
the Danish West Indian islands for a 
coaling station. 
It is said, however,

way by the governmen: in anticipation 
of the adoption of the isthmian canal 
project by congress. 
The purpose has 
been a double one. 
First, to secure an 
advantageous option from Denmark, 
aud second, to procure information as 
to the possibility of acquiring these is- j 
lands so as to meet the inquiries of the 
committees of congress which will have 
to do with the bill. 
Most of the ‘‘feelers" in this direction 
have been thrown out in Europe, and

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Frankfort, Feb. 8. -Governor Taylor 
Announced this morning that he h«d 
taken no action regarding the Louis­ 
ville agreement and did not know when 
he would do bo. 
He said there were 
some things he desired to consider furth­ 
er, and it would bo some time before he 
made up his mind as to the best thing to 
do. 
Notwithstanding this delay in sign­ 
ing the agreement the opinion is that, 
with some modifications, it will be ac* 
cepted in the near future, possibly by 
the|end of the week 
For the first time in several days some 
of the Democratic members of the legis­ 
lature could be found at the capital. 
Word was sent to all of them Wednes­ 
day night that such as desired to return 
to the city for the purpose of attending 
the funeral services of Governor Goebel 
would he in no danger whatever of ar­ 
rest by the soldiers and taken to London 
for forced attendance on the session of 
the legislature now being held there. A 
great many of them came here for the 
funeral, but will leave as soon as the 
funeral is over. unless Governor Taylor 
sign* the agreement by that time. 
Governor Goebel’s body lay in state 
all Wednesday night with only a few 
guards around the door and very few 
people passed through the parlor after 
9 o’clock. 
As early as 6 o’clock this 
morning people began to arrive from 
the country for the purpose of attend­ 
ing the funeral services and by 7 o’clock 
there was a stream of people pouring 
through the room in which the body 
lay. so great was the crowd that the 
few jKilicemen on duty had difficulty in 
handling i t 
The crowd kept growing 
larger until it reached the estimate 
that 10,000 people were present at the 
funeral exercises. 
The funeral passed off quietly. 
The 
body was followed from the hotel to 
the cemetary by a great concourse and 
placed in a vault where it will lie until 
a suitable burial place and site for the 
monument to be erected has been se­ 
lected. 
Simple services were conducted in the 
parlor of the hotel by Rev. Dr. Taliaf* 
ferro, of the Methodist church.

the cemetery Elder Wm. Stanley offici­ 
ated.

INJUNCTION 
HEARING. 


I t W H I C o m o u p B e f o r e . J u d g e C a n t r e l l 
a t G e o r g e t o w n . 
Frankfort, Feb. 8. — At Georgetown 
today 
the 
injunction 
issued 
last 
week-by Judge Cantrell of the circuit 
court will come up for final settlement. 
The injunction was asked by the Dem­ 
ocrats to restrain Governor Taylor from 
interfering with the sessions of the leg­ 
islature in this ciiy and to prevent him 
from attem pting to convey it to London. 
A temporary injunction was granted 
at the first hearing, and that at George­ 
town today will be for the purpose of 
making it perpetual. 
The Republicans 
allowed it to go against them by default 
on the first hearing and they will not 
be represented at the second. 
Judgs 
Cantrell will make the writ perpetual 
and the defendants will be given the 
right of appeal and the matter will be 
taken to the court of appeals in case ne 
agreement has been signed by the two 
parties. 
If the Louisville agreement is 
signed by Governor Taylor the matter 
will be allowed to drop quietly out of 
sight. 


D e m o c r a t i c L e g i s l a t u r e . 
Louisville, Feb. 8. -- The Democratic 
members of the legislature, with few 
exceptions, did not venture a w a y from 
Louisville to attend Governor Goebel’s 
funeral. A number of them made prep­ 
arations to go to Fraukort to attend the 
funeral, but stories from London of the 
possible attem pt to arrest enough Dem­ 
ocratic members to make a quorum and 
to take them to the session of the Repub­ 
lican assembly, caused them to abandon 
the trip. 
The usual formal session to comply 
with the law was held and an immedi­ 
ate adjournment taken until tomorrow. 


R e p u b l i c a L e g is la tu r e , 
London, Ky., Feb. 8.—The proceed­ 
ings of the Republican legislature here 
varied from the perfunctory sessions 
held the past two days, for the senate 
met in executive session at noon today.

tion on the double header system in 
vogue on several Texas railroads and 
changes in the Dallas and Ban Antonio 
city charters. 
These are the leading subjects upon 
which legislation is asked by the gov­ 
ernor in his message, and promptly fob 
lowing its reading in the senate a bill 
was introduced prohibiting the use of 
more than one engine to pull a train 
under penalty of a fine not less than 
$500 nor more than $.5000. 
This is 
aimed at the “double header" practice 
against which the railroad labor organ­ 
isations have so viciously protested. 
The senate passed the bill increasing 
tho salaries of superintendents of lunatic 
asylums to $1000 to engrossment, bul 
its work was rendered valueless because 
by an oversight the enacting clause was 
omitted from the bill on passage, and 
now the senate will have to reconsider 
and go over the same ground again. 
The occupation tax provision of the 
new tax furnished material for discus­ 
sion in the house the greater part of the 
day.

Washington. Tab. H. -A largo delega­ 
tion from Alaska is here urging con­ 
gree* to enact tome legislation nnder 
which a government may be organized in 
that territory aa soon as the rush to the 
goldfielda begin* in the spring 
Among 
the delegates are Governor John G Bra­ 
dy, W. L Dis tin, surveyor general; W. 
A Kelley, supervisor of the census: J. 
G Price, who was appointed a delegate 
by a mass convention of miners Richard 
F I^ewis, a business man of Juneau; Mr. 
Washburn, manager of the Alaska Com­ 
mercial company: Louis Sloes. Jr., a 
business man from 
Sltaguway. 
and 
Father Barnum, a Roman Catholic mis­ 
sionary who sp e n t many years in Alas­ 
ka, but who is now librarian of George­ 
town University. 
These men make re- 
quest* for legislation that they claim is 
absolutely necessary for the protection 
of the people and the preservation of the 
peace. 
They ask, first, for the eetab- 
bailment of courts at St. Michaels or 
Cape Nome, at Eagle City aud at Ju­ 
neau or Hkaguway. 
There are now only one court in the 
country and people are compelled to go 
1000 milee and often a longer distance, 
and to remain away from their homes 
several months and sometimes a year, 
when they are interested in litigation or 
are summoned as witnesses. 
The delegation from Alaska asks for 
other legislation, particularly authority 
to organize 
municipal 
governments 
which cannot be done under the present 
statutes. 
Towns of 1500 and 2000 peo­ 
ple already exist by su ll ran ce and they 
are governed by officials elected w ith­ 
out the authority of the law. 
There ars 
no county, tow nship or m unicipal o r­ 
ganizations in Alaska; no school dis­ 
tricts, no police, no fire departm ents, no 
power to make roads or streets or to en­ 
force order or sanitary conditions, ex­ 
cept by common consent and where 
money is needed for these purposes it it 
raised by subscription. 
Before June I 
it is expected that the town of Cape 
Nome will reach 20,000 inhabitants and 
it is scarcely possible th at so large ti 
com m unity can lie governed without 
law or form al authority 
Already the sanitary conditions are 
•aid to be dreadful. 
Before the last 
boat left there an epidemic of typhoid 
fever had broken out and there is no 
telling how far it has extended 
Thor* 
is no sewerage, no method of disposing 
of garbage and off a1 and the w ater ii 
bad naturally. Most of the supply used 
for drinking and cooking is taken from 
a river which flows through at leasi 
two m ining camps and receives nearly 
all their filth and refuse. If the bubonic 
plague, which has already reached tbs 
H aw aiian islands, should be com m uni­ 
cated to Cape Nome the situation would 
be desperate and thousands of livei 
would pay the penalty of neglect. 
The delegation also asks appropria­ 
tions for the construction of roads, foi 
the support of schools, post offices, 
mailservice, prisons and for other pur­ 
poses. 
The U nited States governmen! 
collects a revenue of from $250,000 tc 
$500,000 a year by taxation which goet 
into the treasury at W ashington and 
more than half of it is expended w ith 
out benefit to the people who pay thesi 
taxes. 
Not a dollar of the taxes col­ 
lected in Alaska can be expended foi 
any purpose w ithout an exact 
and 
specific appropriation by act of con 
giess, of whom 90 i>er cent have nevei 
been w ithin 1,000 miles of tho territory 
and m ost of whom have only a vague 
idea of the conditions existing there.
